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Remarks: 

After entry of the amendment, claims 1, 2, 25 and 27-29 are pending. 

Claims 3-24 and 26 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants 
retain the right to pursue the subject matter of these claims in future continuation or divisional 
applications. 

No issues of new matter should arise and entry of the amendment is respectfully 
requested. 

I. Claim Objection 

Clams 3-16 are objected to because of informalities. 

Claims 3-16 have been cancelled. In view thereof, Applicants request that the objection 
be withdrawn. 

II. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, First Paragraph 

Claims 3-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification and for lacking enablement. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection and respectfully submit that the 
claims satisfy the requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. However in order 
to further prosecution, claims 3-14 and 26 have been cancelled. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that the claims satisfy the 
requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, and respectfully request that the rejection 
under this provision be withdrawn. 

III. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 3-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection and respectfully submit that the 
claims satisfy the requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. However in 
order to further prosecution, claims 3-14 and 26 have been cancelled. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that the claims satisfy the 
requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, and respectfully request that the rejection 
under this provision be withdrawn. 
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III. Conclusion 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1, 2, 25 and 27-29 are allowed. 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner issue an allowance. Examiner Issac is 
encouraged to contact the undersigned concerning any questions about the present application.
